BID OFFICERS WERE WORKING AS CONTRACTED, UNIFORMED SECURITY 
OFFICERS FOR THE HOLLYWOOD BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT DISTRICT 
/ANDREWS INTERNATIONAL, 6801 HOLLYWOOD BLVD, SUITE #169, LOS 
ANGELES, CA, 90028, (323) 465-0122. 


INVESTIGATION: 

OFFICERS WERE ON PATROL AND WENT TO 1123 VINE STREET TO CONDUCT A 
CHECK OF THE LOCATION. OFFICERS OBSERVED THE DEFENDANT STANDING 
ON THE SIDEWALK TALKING TO AN UNIDENTIFIED MALE AND FEMALE SITTING 
ON THE SIDEWALK. THE DEFENDANT WAS ILLUMINATED BY THE LIGHTS OF 
THE BUSINESS, A LIQUOR STORE. AS OFFICERS PULLED INTO THE DRIVEWAY, 
OFFICERS OBSERVED THE DEFENDANT WAS WEARING A SECURITY OFFICER 
UNIFORM SHIRT WITH THE WORD “SECURITY” IN LARGE LETTERS ON THE 
BACK OF THE SHIRT AND DARK COLORED PANTS. OFFICERS ALSO OBSERVED 
THE DEFENDANT WAS WEARING A NYLON UTILITY BELT WITH A PORTABLE 
RADIO, HANDCUFF CASE, AND A BATON (MONADNOCK.) 

OFFICERS WERE AWARE THAT THIS BUSINESS DID NOT EMPLOY A SECURITY 
OFFICER. OFFICERS EXITED THEIR VEHICLE TO SPEAK WITH THE DEFENDANT. 
AS OFFICERS BEGAN TO SPEAK WITH THE DEFENDANT, REYES IMMEDIATELY 
RECOGNIZED THE DEFENDANT AS THE PERSON WHO HAD BEEN THE OBJECT 
OF RADIO CALLS IN THE HOLLYWOOD AREA IN LATE 2011. THE DEFENDANT 
WOULD ENTER BUSINESSES, POSSESSING AS A SECURITY OFFICER. THE 
DEFENDANTS ACTIONS PROMPTED CALLS FOR BID OFFICERS TO RESPOND TO 
THE LOCATION. THE DEFENDANT WAS GONE WHEN OFFICERS ARRIVED. A 
PHOTOGRAPH TAKEN BY A BUSINESS SURVEILLANCE VIDEO WAS PROVIDED TO 
BID AND WAS PASSED TO OFFICERS IN THE EVENT OF ADDITIONAL CALLS 
REGARDING THE DEFENDANT. 

HOWEVER, PRIOR TO THESE COMPLAINTS BEING KNOWN TO BID, REYES HAD 
ONE CONTACT WITH THE DEFENDANT IN 2011. REYES AND ANOTHER OFFICER 
RESPONDED TO A CALL TO CVS PHARMACY, 1747 NO. CAHUENGA BLVD 
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REGARDING A SHOP LIFTING INCIDENT. WHILE OFFICERS WERE 
INVESTIGATING, THE DEFENDANT APPROACHED AND SPOKE WITH OFFICERS 
AND THEN DEPARTED. AT THAT TIME, THE DEFENDANT WAS WEARING A 
SECURITY OFFICERS UNIFORM. 

TONIGHT AS OFFICERS SPOKE WITH THE DEFENDANT, THE DEFENDANT 
STATED HE WAS A SECURITY OFFICER AND LICENSED BY THE STATE OF 
CALIFORNIA. 


DURING THE SUBSEQUENT CONVERSATION WITH THE DEFENDANT, HE 
ADVISED THAT HIS SECURITY ASSIGNMENT WAS IN DOWN TOWN LOS 
ANGELES. REYES ADVISED THE DEFENDANT THEN HE SHOULD BE AWARE 
THAT HE COULD NOT CARRY HIS BATON OFF DUTY. 

AS OFFICERS CONTINUED TO CONVERSE WITH THE DEFENDANT, REYES 
CONTACTED THE BID OFFICE AND SPOKE WITH THE ASSISTANT DIRECTOR 
SALAZAR. REYES PROVIDED SALAZAR WITH THE DEFENDANTS NAME AND DATE 
OF BIRTH WHICH WERE PROVIDED BY THE DEFENDANT. REYES REQUESTED 
SALAZAR TO CHECK THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA, BUREAU OF SECURITY AND 
INVESTIGATIVE SERVICES (BSIS) WEBSITE TO VERIFY IF THE DEFENDANT WAS 
A LICENSED SECURITY OFFICER. SALAZAR CHECKED THE BSIS WEB SITE AND 
THEN INFORMED REYES THAT THE DEFENDANT DID NOT SHOW AS BEING A 
SECURITY OFFICER OR A PERMIT TO CARRY A BATON, REQUIRED BY STATE 
LAW. REYES THEN REQUESTED THAT LAPD BE CONTACTED AND RESPOND TO 
THE SCENE AS THE DEFENDANT WAS IN VIOLATION OF 12020 P.C., A FELONY. 


ARREST: 

OFFICERS CONFISCATED THE BATON FROM THE DEFENDANT AND HE WAS 
ADVISED THAT UNDER THE POWERS GRANTED UNDER 837 P.C., HE WAS BEING 
PLACED UNDER PRIVATE PERSONS ARREST FOR 12020 P.C. THE DEFENDANT 
WAS ALSO ADVISED THAT LAPD HAD BENN CONTACTED AND WAS EN ROUTE TO 
THEIR LOCATION. 


BOOKING: 

LAPD UNIT 6A77, OFFICERS PHELAN AND MCCANN ARRIVED AT THE LOCATION. 
REYES BRIEFED THE LAPD OFFICERS. OFFICERS THEN SPOKE WITH THE 
DEFENDANT AND THE DEFENDANT WAS THEN TAKEN INTO POLICE CUSTODY 
THE DEFENDANT WAS THEN TRANSPORTED TO HOLLYWOOD STATION AND 
BOOKED FOR 12020(A)(1) P.C, POSSESSION OF A BATON, A FELONY. 


EVIDENCE: 
THE BATON WAS REMANDED TO LAPD OFFICERS FOR BOOKING. 


ADDITIONAL: 
THE DEFENDANT DID NOT HAVE ANY PRIOR ARRESTS WITH BID OFFICERS.
